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HOTEL ACCOMMODATION. 

Tue Hotels and Lodgings Committee has practically 
completed its arrangements for coping with the large 
numbers who are expected to visit Edinburgh in July. In 
order to secure the accommodation which is believed to be 
necessary, the Committee has definitely engaged all the 
available rooms in the city, and will allocate these to 
applicants in rotation. The Scottish Medical Secretary 
(Dr. Drever) has undertaken to do this work for the 
Committee, and applications for rooms should be sent to 
him at 6, Drumsheugh Gardens. A form for the purpose 
has been prepared for the convenience of members and 
appeared in our advertisement pages a fortnight ago; it 
will be repeated in subsequent issues. The accommodation 
is grouped in three classes—namely : 


1. Hotels, whose tariff for bed and breakfast ranges 
between 8s, 6d. and 14s. The number who can be accom- 
modated in these is comparatively limited. 

2. Private hotels and boarding houses, at prices from 
5s. 6d. to 8s, 6d. for bed and breakfast. Of these there 
is a large number, all of them comfortable. 

5. Hostels where the tariff is 8s. for bed and breakfast. 
Not many of these are available, but those that are can be 
recommended. 

_ Garage accommodation has also been secured, and lodg- 
ings for chauffeurs. 

It will facilitate other arrangements if members who 
intend to be present at the Annual Meeting will notify 
their intention whether they have already secured rooms 
or not. Early application for rooms is earnestly desired. 


REDUCED RAILWAY FARES TO EDINBURGH. 
Tae Railway Clearing- House announces that the usual con- 
cession to members of the British Medical Association in 
regard to railway fares will apply to the Annual Meeting 
in Edinburgh. The railway companies in Great Britain 
(except the Metropolitan, Metropolitan District, and London 
Electric Railway Companies) have agreed to issue passenger 
tickets to Edinburgh, available from July 13th to 26th, at 
the ordinary single fare and one-third for the double 
journey, fractions of 3d. being reckoned as 3d., with a 
minimum adult fare of ls.

CURRENT NOTES. 


App -intments Overseas. 

Ir cannot be too widely known that the Medical Secretary 
is always glad to assist members in preliminary inquiries 
as to conditions overseas. At its meeting on March 18th 
the Dominions Committee considered suggestions from an 
oversea Branch for ensuring that up-to-date information in 
connexion with all such vacancies occurring in its area 
Should always be immediately available in this country at 
the central office of the Association. The Branch states 
the position as follows : 


“From time to time the president and council of this Branch 
receive complaints from doctors on the ground that their appoint- 
poe when taken up are not, in many details, what they were 

to believe they would be when they received the appointments. 
nee such a doctor comes out here from home and takes up his 
sppointment on an agreement for a term of years it is a matter 
of considerable difficulty for us as a body to help him; but ai the 
Same time we feel he should never have been allowed to accept 
bs appointment on such terms, nor presumably would such a 
ar sed have accepted the appointment if he had received reliable 
infermation earlier. ... There have been one or two bad cases 
ately, All we can do is to advise the doctor who has consulted 
us to serve out his time and fulfil his obligations to the best of 
his ability and leave for at the end of his term of agreement, 
ut the unfortunate part is that another man is appointed in his. 
Place . . . on exactly the same terms. We, as here, are 


actually not in a position to advise any individual before the 
appointment. He, in turn, on realizing thmgs, applies to us, but it 
is too late to give effective help. he in turn resigns on the 
expiry of his agreement. And so it goes on.” 

Even the admirable arrangements outlined by the Branch 
to safeguard members from such mistakes must remain 
useless so long as the practitioners concerned accept these 
contracts without adequate preliminary inquiries and 
(where they are not in a position to prosecute such inquiries 
themselves) neglect the obvious precaution of applying to 
the Medical Secretary for the help he is only too anxious 
to give. The experience of the head office in this matter 
is parallel to that outlined by the Branch. Help is only 
too often asked for when it is too late to take any effective 
action. 


Approved Societies and Medical C-rtificates, 

At the annual conference of Industrial Approved 
Societies, held on March 21st, certain statements were made 
to which it seems necessary to direct immediate notice. 
According to reports which are usually accurate, Mr. A. C. 
Thompson, chairman of the Prudential Assurance Com- 
pany and of the conference, said that he was “ forced 
with reluctance to the conclusion that many members had 
been provided with medical certificates although they were 
not, in fact, incapable of work,’’ and he said this not 
merely with regard to the period of the coal dispute, but 
more generally. Mr. R. J. Meller, M.P., another official 
of the Prudential Assurance Company, went further, and, 
according to the report, said: ‘‘ They must insist that 
doctors perform their duties with greater honesty.” 
Accusations against the general body of the medical pro- 
fession of lack of honesty and of a widespread giving of 
false certificates cannot be allowed to pass unchallenged. 
In so far as the abnormal conditions of the coal dispute are 
concerned, we have dealt fully with the subject in a leading 
article in the Journat of February 26th last (p. 390), where 
it was shown that the matter could not be explained by the 
simple and offensive hypothesis now enunciated by Messrs. 
Thompson and Meller. In their more general application, 
accusations of this type are not in accordance with the 
facts, and they have been effectively dealt with before the 
Court of Inquiry into the capitation fee and at other 
times. Their continued repetition by a section of approved 
society officials cannot fail to hinder that harmonious 
co-operation between insurance practitioners and other 
workers in the sphere of National Health Insurance which 
is so desirable, and which, we hoped, was being obtained. 


Indigenous Medicine in Ceylon, 

A committee was recently appointed by the Government 
of Ceylon to report on the practicability of providing 
Government assistance in the training of practitioners of 
the indigenous systems of medicine and in the investigation 
of the medicinal value of drugs used in the practice of 
such systems; and to prepare for the consideration of the 
Government a detailed scheme for such training and investi- 
gation as might be considered practicable. The report of 
the committee, dated October, 1926, was considered by the 
Dominions Committee of the British Medical Association 
at its last meeting. The adoption of the majority report 
would involve the recognition and the subsidization of the 
Ayurvedic and Unani systems at the expense of the progress 
of scientific medicine. The Dominions Committee views 
such a possibility with the very gravest anxiety. It is in 
communication with the Ceylon Branch on the subject, and 
is making urgent representations both to the Colonial Office 
and to the General Medical Council.

The names of the officers of this Section and of the other 
twenty Sections are printed in the Suprpiement this week.

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GENERAL MEDICAL COUNCIL. 


Executive ComMMItTTEE. 
Tar Executive Committee of the General Medical Council 
met on February 28th under the presidency of Sir Donatp 
MacAistrr, and the minutes have now been issued. 


Notification was received of the reappointment of the followi 
members of the Council: Dr. John Y. Mackay (University o 
St. Andrews), Sir Arthur Chance (Royal College of Surgeons 
ndon). The 
Registrar reported that the names of twenty-six persons had 
been restored to the Medical Register, from which they had 
been erased under Section 14 of the Medical Act, 1858, because 
of failure to reply to inquiries as to cessation of practice or 
change of address. The Senior Treasurer presented the audited 
statements of receipts and expenditure, and the balance sheets 
of the General and Branch Councils for the year 1926. These 
accounts, which have been transmitted to the Lord President 
of the Privy Council to be laid before Parliament, are printed 
with the minutes in tabular form as an appendix. 


Trish Free State. 


_ The Privy Council transmitted a copy of a bill which was 
posed recently by both Houses of the Oireachtas of the Irish 
Free State, and received the Royal Assent on February 11th. 
The new Act gives power to prolong the operation of the 
Medical Act, 1925, for a limited period after February 2ist, 
1927. Under it the Executive Council of the Saorstat Eireann 
may continue the principal Act in force for one month from 
that date, and thereafter by subsequent orders until at latest 
June 21st, 1927. Thus the previous arrangement, by which the 
Medical Acts of this country are made applicable to Southern 
Ireland, is maintained for the time being. 


Calcutta University. 

The Committee heard with pleasure that the Vice-Chancellor 
of the University of Calcutta had reported to the President 
that that University has adopted all the suggestions for the 
improvement in instruction and standard of examination made 
by the Council in 1924. These have been embodied in regula- 
tions passed by the Senate, and come into operation this year. 


Mauritius. 

A communication was received from the Colonial Office 
transmitting for the observations of the Council a proposed bill 
to regulate the practice of medicine and surgery in the colony 
of Mauritius. e Committee expressed satisfaction at learning 
from this that Mauritius is taking steps to prevent the practice 
of medicine by unqualified persons. 


British Institute of Radiology. 

- In May, 1921, the Board of Trade was in communication with 
the General Medical Council regarding an application from the 
British Institute of Radiology for registration without the nse 
of the word “ Limited.’’ A further letter from the Board of 
February 14th, 1927, referred to a proposed alteration in the 
Memorandum and Articles of Association of the Institute and 
its proposed change of name to the “‘ British Institute of 
Radiology, incorporated with the Réntgen Society.”” The 
Commiitee recor approval of No. 12 of the Articles of 
Association : 

**No member or associate who is not a registered medical or 
dental practitioner shall accept patients for medical diagnosis or 
treatment except under the personal supervision of a registered 
practitioner,” - 


and expressed the opinion that Section 3 (c) of the Memorandum 

Association, which provides for granting diplomas and 
certificates of merit and efficiency, should be amended by the 
following words : 


“and that the holder of such diploma or certificate is not thereby 
entitled to undertake the molieal } diagnosis or treatment of 
patients except under the personal supervision of a registered 
practitioner.” 


Drugs used by Midwives. 

The Committee having before it a resolution adopted by the 
Central Midwives Board on January 6th last regarding the use

Spa Treatment tor Insured Persons. 

Sir,—The report of the conference on spa treatment for 
insured persons published in the Suppremenr of March 12th 
(p. 85) presents many points of interest, and draws attention 
to statements which require careful consideration. 

It is pointed out that since the publication of the report on 
** The incidence of rheumatic diseases ”’ in 1924 by the Ministry 
of Health more attention has been drawn to the benefits 
derived from spa treatment in rheumatic conditions. The 
Ministry of Health report stated that nearly one-sixth of the 
industrial invalidity of this country is due to diseases classed 
as ‘‘ rheumatic,’’ and that each year these diseases are costing 
the approved societies nearly £2,000,000 in sick benefit, and the 
nation over 3,000,000 weeks of work from the insured popula- 
tien alone, and, further, this loss both in money and time is due 
to chronic joint disease. Various lines of~action have been 
proposed for dealing with this problem, but here I only propose 
to deal with some factors in connexion with spa treatment. 

For this form of treatment to be successful, accurate dia- 
gnosis and careful selection of cases are essential. It is certain 
that in suitable cases physiotherapeutic measures of treatment 
ace efficacious. Physiotherapeutic methods consist of the use 
of natural forces such as light, heat, air, water, electricity, 
and exercise. Some of these—for example, balneotherapy— 
require a large and expensive installation, and where ‘‘ baths *’ 
are extensively given, either alone or in combination with other 
modes of physiotherapy, the term ‘‘ spa treatment ’’ is in more 
or less general use. 

At the recent conference spa treatment was defined as 
‘‘treatment at a place possessing a supply of natural mineral 
waters of known therapeutic value, and facilities for their 
application,’’ and, further, one of the essential rules for admis- 
sion of any place to the British Spa Federation is “the 
possession of natural mineral waters showing on analysis a 
proper therapeutic value.” It would be easy to criticize these 
definitions, and it is interesting to note that sea water, which 
is a natural mineral water of the muriated or chloride class, is 
not recognized under either. 

Several spa physicians have drawn attention to the fact that 
nearly every spa—irrespective of the analysis of their various 
mineral waters—claims to be useful in the treatment of 
rheumatic disorders and arthritis, and it is certain that they 
are all correct; and I think we may go further, and state that 
every place giving “spa treatments under suitable super- 
‘vision can fairly make the same claim. 

In an article in the Prescriber (March, 1926) I wrote : 


“The term spa treatment has not the limited connotation 
frequently applied to it—the internal and external treatment by 
= | a@ natural mimeral water. All spas have a natural 


And I may add that it has not. been proved that for external 
hydrotherapeutic treatment natural mineral waters are superior 
to ordinary water, or that highly concentrated brines are 
superior to sea water. 

Starling, in his 7'extbook of Physiology, writes : 

“In order to test the alleged influence ef baths containing 
medicinal substances im solution, many experiments have been 
made to determine whether absorption is ible by the skin. 
It may be regarded as established that the uninjured ekin is 
impermeable for watery solutions of salts or other substances.” 

In Holland the ‘‘ spas”’ are entirely sea-water resorts, and 
rheumatic patients are treated with good results, and there are 
several places in the British Isles where good results are 
obtained with the use of ordinary water ; also, during and after 
the war soldiers suffering from rheumatic conditions were 
treated successfully at hydrological departments in hospitals. 

In the rheumatic group of diseases it is the external balneo- 
logical methods ef treatment that prove most beneficial, either 
alone or when combined with other physiotherapeutic measures. 


The therapeutic effects of baths are due to the temperature 


and pressure of the water, the duration of the bath, and the.

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immediate after-treatment, and it is not, in my opinion, essen- 
tial that spa treatments should only be given ‘‘at a place 
possessing a supply of natural mineral water.” If this is 
agreed the position is simplified, as it would not be possible for 
the federated spas or our mineral water hospitals with their 
present facilities to deal with more than a proportion of the 
rheumatic insured population. 

If a definite scheme is to be finally adopted for the giving 
of ‘‘spa treatments ” to the insured, it will be necessary also 
to utilize facilities which at present exist outside of the British 
Spa Federation, and to form clinics in large industrial centres 
with adequate apparatus for the giving of treatment by physical 
methods under medical supervision.—I am, etc.,
